DECLARATION A UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.68 
I, Claude Forsey Purchase, Jr., declare that: 

1 . I have worked at Warner-Lambert Company since September 1 986. From 
September 1986 to July 1999, 1 worked as a chemist. Since August 1999, 1 have worked 
in the Patent Department of Warner-Lambert Company, first as a Patent Scientist and 
since December 2000 as a patent agent, Registration number 47,871. My current title is 
Senior Patent Agent. 

2. Warner-Lambert Company was acquired by Pfizer, Inc. on June 19, 2000, and is 
now a wholly-owned subsidiary of Pfizer, Inc. 

3. I followed my regular and established practice while carrying out my activities 
that I identify below. 

4. I am the person who drafted the original specification that was included in the 
above-mentioned nonprovisional patent application, which was deposited with the United 
States Postal Service as "Express Mail Post Office to Addressee", Mailing Label No. 
EF378139629US, on February 8, 2002. 
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5. I drafted the original specification on a total of 269 pages, which included a Title 
page, description on pages numbered 1 to 21 1, and 44 claims on pages numbered 212 to 
268. In addition, I drafted an Abstract of the invention on one page numbered 269. 

6. I reviewed the original specification for accuracy and completeness, and found it 
contained a total of 269 pages, which included a Title page, description on pages 
numbered 1 to 21 1, and 44 claims on pages numbered 212 to 268. 

7. I provided the original specification to a Ms. Lucinda Marie Malocha ("Ms. 
Malocha") for preparation of filing papers sometime on or before February 8, 2002.

3. I followed my regular and established practice while carrying out my activities 
that I identify below. 

4. I am the person who prepared filing papers for the above-identified 
nonprovisional application. The filing papers I prepared for the above-identified patent 
application included a combined Certification Under 37 C.F.R. 1.10 and Transmittal of a 
Patent Application under 37 C.F.R. § 1.53(b) on two pages ("Certification and
